The flareup occurred j 
just hours before , 
D’Amato met with na- # j 
tional security adviser 
William Clark and com- 
plained that the CIA 
was dragging Its feet on 
the investigation. 

Goldwater reportedly 
was “furious” over 
D’ Amato's recent state- 
ments that the CIA was 
trying to cover up the In- 
vestigation. The Arizona

“headline hunting” 
-D’Amato was the first 
U.S. official to learn of 
and report the possible 
link between the Pope's 
assailant, Turkish gun- 
man Mehmet Ali Agca, 
and the Bulgarian Secret 
Service.
